Arizona contains nearly 114,000 square 


miles and about 72,000,000 acres of land. 
About 18,000,000 acres nre used lor 
stookiaising and support nearly 1,000,- 
000 cattle, more than 1,000,000 sheep, 
besides horses, mules and other domes- 
tic animals. 
Nutritious grasses ^lOW 


everywhere, and could the balance of 
the limd bo .utilized this would becorna 
the greatest stookraising cjunt'-y in the 
United States. 
The want of water is 


the only drawback to its occupation and 
development. 
For tho most pai* these 


lands lie so that water reservoirs could 
be constructed to preserve the water 
from tho Summer rains and the Winter 
snows for the use of c/itlle and other 
stock. All farming in A"'zona., except 
in a Eew mcrantain. valleys, to be success- 
ful must bt attended by iu-igutioi. Gov- 
ernor Zuliok refers for illustvat'oQ lo 
Mesa City and surroundings. 
He says: 


In January, 1878, a party of four, as 


an exploring party for n colony, located 
a water r'ght on Salt raver, in Maricopa 
county, and entered th» present town 
eite o£ Mesa 
City, consisting of G40 


acres. February they ware joined by 
their families and others, thirteen tam- 
ilies in all, and went into camp. Feb- 
ruary 18th they began active operations, 
oscavating their ditch to irrigate then- 
land, which was completed and the 
water introduced upon their town site 
and farm land attar nine months o£ hard 
labor. 


Tho canal is owned by a stock com- 


pany consisting of 200 shares with a par 
value of $100 per share, which now have 
a cash value of $500 per share. The 
main canal is ten miles long, with a ca- 
pacity sufficient to reclaim 15,000 acres 
of desert land. 
Several miles of the 


canal traverse tho bed of an old Aztec 
ditch that had been cut through a layer 
of cement not less than thirty feet wide 
at tho top and twenty feet at the bottom. 
It is estimated that a saving of $25,000 
was made by following the aligamout of 
this old canal. 


The first water was turned upon the 
land where the town of ilesa now stands 
in 1878, and not until the Winter ot 
1879-80 was much seeding or planting 
clone, for they had homes to buill, land 
to clear, and other preparatory work to 
do.The transformation after six years has 
been complete. 
It is regarded as a col- 


ony no longer. Mesa now has a popula- 
tion of 700. The original town site is 
dotted over with beautiful homes. Al- 
together there are 7,000 acres under a 
high state of cultivation, devoted to the 
raising of eeroals, alfalfa (French lu- 
cerne), with extensive orchards and 
vineyards supplying and enriching pop- 
\ilation of 1,300 people. 
Several crops 


of cotton have been raised here. Grapes 
are made into wine and raisins, not 
excelled by those of California. 


Mesa has churches, schools and stores, 


and is not only a self-sustaining commun- 
ity but raises a large surplus for market. 
It is the one spot where can ba seen the 
ideal realized, and this is the only one 
instance o£ many in the Salt River and 
Gila Valleys of Arizona. 


On the subject o£ irrigation Governor 


Zxiliok says : 


To the above facts I invite the atten- 


tion of the Department, in order to 
demonstrate the importance of irrigation 
to the future development of this Terri- 
tory, and to urge upon Congress the 
necessity for a liberal appropriation for 
a hydrographic survey, with a view of 
obtaining water by storage reservoirs in 
the mountain sheds, find to test the util- 
ity of artesian wells for that purpose in 
the valleys. 


Under the present conditions, of the 


72,000,000 acres of land in Arizona there 
is available to the stockraiser not more 
than 20,000,000 of acres. The extended 
•valley o£ doQorfc la^ul stretching from 
Yuma to the mountain ruiiges or .final 
and Pima counties, 200 miles in length 
and more than 125 miles in width, con- 
taining about 15,000,000 acres of land, 
could, with irrigation, be made as pro- 
ductive as any portion of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 
Forty acres of this land in a 


vineyard, orange, nut or olive orchard 
would yield a small fortune every year 
to the fortunate pvrner. That a great 
part, if not all, of it could be reclaimed 
by artesian wells I think admits of no 
reasonable doubt. 
' Could capitalists secure this vast do- 
main by reclaiming it I have little doubt 
but a corporation would be formed to do 
so; but in that event, if success attended 
their undertaking, the land would pass 
under control of a syndicate of million- 
aires, who would reap the advantages 
that should accrue to the honest settler 
and worthy homesteader. 


Governor Zulick thinks that Congress 


should, by a scientific survey and prac- 
tical test, demonstrate the feasibility of 
Artesian wells for giving the needed sup- 
ply of water, and if the experiment 


proved successful, it could advance the 
price of these lands and limit the amount 
•which should be entered under the 
homestead law to forty acres, and by 
entry to eighty acres to each individual 
purchaser. Thia law should be made 
applicable to all vineyards and citius 
f -uit lands. 


Ditches and canals are being now con- 


structed'in all parts of the Terutory; 
more and moio land is being cleared 
every year and placed under cultivation. 
In two years more it is quite likely that 
all the land which can now be i-rigated 
will bo owned nnd occupied.

The Virginia Chronicle believes that

The 


real feeling among the people is one of 
kindness toward tlio man whom the en- 
emy has singled out above all others as 
the object of its vengeance.

ruie tbe writings of Major John H. Den- 
nis in the Salt Lake Democrat. II» is 
famil'ar with Nevada politics and treats 
the subject understandmgly. Upou the 
above subject he talks as follows: 


"It is not true that it wus undeistood 


in Nevada if a ^Republican Legislature 
was elected tbat it would be a Stewart 
Legislature.
